The  most  significant  feature  of  the  birth  rate  has 
been  the  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  babies. 
This  has  dropped  from  8.75%  in  1968  to  2.5%  in  1971*  This  is 
due  to  the  liberal  interpretation  of  the  Abortion  Act,  1967, 
which  has  been  adopted  by  the  family  doctors  in  Whittlesey  and 
the  gynaecological  staffs  of  the  neighbouring  hospitals. 

Failure  to  take  family  planning  measures  by  those  at  risk, 
frequently  necessitates  the  less  desirable  alternative  of 
abortion  when  an  unwanted  pregnancy  occurs  but  it  is  at  least 
preferable  to  the  birth  of  a  child  in  a  home  where  there  is  no 
welcome .

There  was  only  one  infant  death  during  the  year, 
which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  6  per  1,000  live 
births  which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  with  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  18 
per  1000  live  births.  The  death  occurred  in  a  child  of 
7  months  and  was  due  to  respiratory  infection  superceding 
on  severe  physical  handicap,  the  nature  of  which  markedly 
restricted  the  child's  power  of  resistance.

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INFECTIOUS  PI SEASES 


A  disturbing  feature  has  been  the  occurrence  of 
three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  All  have  been 

in  patients  over  60  years  and  all  have  responded  well  to 
therapy. 


An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year 
which  clearly  demonstrated  that  immunisation  against  the 
disease  had  not  been  in-operation  long  enough.  It  is 
hoped  that  by  the  time  the  next  epidemic  is  due  (1973)  a 
vast  reduction  in  notifications  will  be  seen.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighteenth 
Annual  Report  for  the  Urban  District  covering  the  year 
1971. 


There  have  been  no  outstanding  problems 
during  the  year,  although  with  the  rise  in  values  of 
old  property  several  cases  have  arisen  where  obviously 
unfit  dwellings,  some  practically  derelict,  are  offered 
for  sale.  The  prospective  purchasers  are  led  to  believe 
that  with  a  Council  mortgage  and  financial  help  by  way 
of  an  Improvement  Grant  the  high  purchase  price  is 
justified.  The  dwellings  are  difficult  to  value,  often 
the  plot  of  land  being  the  only  potential  value  and  the 
extent  and  type  of  repair  and  reconstruction  works  are 
not  fully  appreciated.  In  order  to  prevent  the 
difficulties  which  arise  in  these  cases,  it  is  necessary 
to  carry  out  a  survey  of  the  housing  stock  to  take  action 
where  necessary. 

The  support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  and  the  help  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been 
appreciated.  Mr.  Stocks  and  Mrs.  Tyers  have  continued 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and  their 
good  work  is  also  appreciated.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  South  Lines  Water  Board  continues  to  supply- 
water  to  a  high  standard  to  the  district,  details 
listed  below

(b)  Mains  Laid 

The  only  mains  laid  by  the  Board  in  the  Whittlesey 
Urban  District  area  during  the  year  was  1,120  yards  of  4" 
p.v.c.  main  at  Glassmoor  Bank. 

(c)  Water  Quality 

All  the  water  supplied  to  the  Urban  District 
originated  from  the  source  works  at  Wilsthorpe,  Tallington 
and  Etton. 


Regular  weekly  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  from 
each  source  of  supply  and  from  points  within  the 
distribution  system  were  taken  throughout  the  year  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Peterborough.  In  the  vast  majority 
of  cases  the  results  of  these  examinations  were 
satisfactory,  but  slight  trouble  was  experienced  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  with  bacteriological  pollution  of  the 
raw  water  at  the  Wilsthrope  source.  The  chlorination 
control  equipment  installed  ensured  that  all  water  put  into 
supply  from  this  station  was  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 
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CARAVANS 


Work  is  progressing  satisfactorily  on  the  Commons 
Road  caravan  site  and  eight  fully  residential  caravans 
are  now  installed. 

Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  bring  the  other 
residential  caravan  site  in  the  Whittlesey  District  up 
to  a  similar  standard. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  was  commenced  in  the  autumn  by  W.  &  C*  French 
(Construction)  Limited  on  the  two  year  contract  to 
provide  an  extension  to  the  existing  works  and  to  the 
relief  sewers,  which  were  designed  by  Kershaw  & 

Kaufmann  of  London.  When  carried  out  this  work  will 
relieve  the  congestion  within  the  town's  sewerage 
system. 


NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 


The  Council  employs  a  Contractor  to  empty  pails , 
vaults  and  cesspools  at  properties  which  cannot  be 
connected  to  the  sewer.  The  Contractor  empties  pail 
closets  three  times  in  every  fortnight  and  septic  tanks 
and  cesspools  are  emptied  free  on  request  twice  a  year. 

The. conversion  of  properties  from,  pail  closets 
and  septic  tanks  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants 
continues  satisfactorily. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A  bonus  system  for  the  refuse  collection  was 
implemented  in  the  autumn  and  has  proved  to  be  of  value. 

The  collection  is  now  maintained  at  a  more  regular  interval 
and . the  outlying  areas  are  now  collected  on  a  weekly  basis 
similar  to  the  town  round.  The  standard  of  collection  has 
not  been  allowed  to  fall  and  the  introduction  of  a  35  cu.yd. 
collection  vehicle  in  the  town  area  has  now  given  a  small 
amount  of  room  for  expansion  at  the  end  of  the  round. 

The  refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  and  two 
vehicles  are  used.  The  town  area  is  collected  by  a  35  cu.yd. 
vehicle  with  compressor  which  is  driven  by  the  foreman  and 
has  four  loaders.  The  outside  areas  are  collected  weekly 
using  a  25  cu.yd.  vehicle. 

Routine  servicing  and  washing  of  the  vehicles  is  done 
by  the  drivers.  Repairs  are  carried  out  by  local  garages.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  refuse  disposal  tip  situated  in  New  Road  is  now 
approaching  the  end  of  its  useful  life  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  further  disposal  areas  will  be  needed  by  the  spring  of 
1972. .  A  disused  gravel  working  has  been  acquired  by  the 
Council  and  planning  consent  has  been  sought  and  approved  for 
this  use. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  using  proper  controlled  tipping 
methods  the  potential  source  of  rat  infestation  will  be,  to 
some  extent,  overcome.  Regular  poison  baiting  is  still 
carried  out  and  a  good  measure  of  control  achieved. 

When  the  new  tip  is  in  use  it  is  intended  that  it 
will  be  open  to  the  public  seven  days  a  week  and  that  an  area 
of  land  will  be  set  aside  for  the  depositing  of  derelict 
vehicles.  By  so  doing  it  is  hoped  to  prevent  indiscriminate 
tipping  of  unwanted  articles  on  roadside  dykes  and  grass 
verges . 


The  Council  continue  to  have  two  part-time  tip 
attendants  on  the  existing  tip  but  it  is  envisaged  that  some 
form  of  machine  will  be  required  for  proper  control  of  the 
new  tip. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES 


Routine  visits  are  continuing  to  be  carried  out 
to  registered  premises  and  in  the  main  facilities  and 
standards  would  appear  to  be  improving.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  Council  has  an  open  air  heated  swimming  pool 
in  the  Manor  Field,  Station  Road.  The  pool  is  110  feet 
long  and  42  feet  wide.  The  manager  carries  out  tests 
twice  daily,  more  frequently  in  times  of  heavy  loads, 
and  by  careful  control  of  the  continuous  filtration  and 
chorination^ plant  a  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained. 
Bacteriological  samples  of  the  water  were  also  satisfactory.

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION 


One  of  the  Council's  biggest  housing  estates  was  the 
subject  of  a  caterpillar  attack  which  almost  succeeded  in 
completely  stripping  the  leaves  from  the  ornamental  trees. 
However,  by  the  sustained  efforts  of  the  Council's  direct 
labour  force  using  tractor  based  spraying  equipment,  the 
caterpillars  were  destroyed.  We  continue  to  receive  reports 
of  wasps  nests  and  in  the  main  these  were  successfully  dealt 
with.  This  Authority  has,  within  its  area,  several  old  mud 
walls  which  give  rise  to  treatment  problems  and  these  are  a 
source  of  continual  concern. 

The  Council  now  employ  a  contractor  for  the  control 
of  rodents  within  the  district.  This  was  necessary  due  to  the 
illhealth  of  the  Council's  own  rodent  operator.  Service 
received  to  date  has  been  excellent.
